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A meoting was held in the office of the State Planning Commission on 23 
4pril 1951. The meeting was attended by Oberreferont Dreyer (fnu). and 
Oberreferent Beerbaum (fnu) of the Department for Mineral Oils and 

Carbon Products, Main Administration for Chemical Products in the Ministry 
of Heavy Industry; and by department chief Libigt (fnu) and Referentin 
Vrs. Yaase (fnu) of the Ctate Planning Commission. The construction of 

a coking plant in the Ironworks Combine East in Fuerstenberg/Oder (0 53/C 71) 
will alleredly be started immediately and extensive funds have been allocat~ 
ed. It is planned to produce 47,000 tons of coal tar per year by 1955. The 
coal tar will be processed in a tar distillation plant to be bullt in the 
Combine. This would make it unnecessary to construct a similar plant in 
Luetzkendorf (11 52/D 00). 


The Soviet Zone annual coal tar vroduction is scheduled to be 192,000 tons 
by 1955.
